THE MESTING IN M’CORMICK HALL LAST EVEN- 
ING 


was of a character rarely seen in any city. It was 
a gathering of men to express themselves in favor 
of the nomination of Benjamin Helem Bristow for 
President at Cincinnati, and it wasa meeting of 
magnitude sufficient to put machine politicians to 
thinking.

The decision of the Circuit Court—Judges 
McAu.uisTer, WILIA, Roozrs, FWI, 
and Boors—in the case of Corum vs. 
Horwz was rendered yesterday. The de- 
cision is to the effect that the adoption of the 
new charter in April, 1875, vacated the office 
of Mayor, but authorized the incumbent to 
exercise the powers of Mayor until the va- 
cancy should be filled. The vacancy leaving 
more than a year of the term unexpired was 
to be filled by a special election, to be called 
and held as directed by the new charter, 
which on that subject provides : 

Sec. G1. If there isa failure to elect any officer 
herein required to be elected, or the person elected 
should fail te qualify, the City Council or Board of 
Trustees may forthwith order a new election there- 
for; and in all cases, when necessary for the pur- 
poses of this act, may call special elections, av- 
point judges and clerks thereof, canvass the re- 
tufns thereof, and provide by ordinance for the 
mode of conducting the same; and shall give notice 
of such special elections, in which shal! be stated 
the questions to be voted upon, and cause such 
notices to be published or posted for the same 
length of time, and in the same manner, as is re- 
quired in the case of regular annual elections in 
such cities and villages. 

The Common Council having refused and 
omitted to call a special election to fill the 
vacancy in the office of Mayor, the Court 
holds that the voluntary assembling of the 
people at the recent city election, and their 
voting thereat for a person to fill the vacan- 
cy, was not valid. They hold that the prior 
call and notice for a special election were in- 
dispensable, and therefore the election of 
Mr. Hornz was not legal, and could not be 
made legal by the subsequent action of the 
Common Council. 

The Court having decided that the office of 
Mayor is vacant, Col vm being authorized to 
exercise the powers only until his sucvessor 
is elected, and that it can only be filled by a 
special election to be called by the City Coun- 
cil, such an election can therefore be now 
called, and the election may be held in time 
to enable the new Mayor to begin his duties 
on the ist of -July. 

The decision establishes the general fact 
that Col vr has been an usurper of the office 
of Mayor for over a year, and that his usurpa- 


tion has been protected by the late Common 


Council in their defiance of popular wishes 
and common decency in refusing to call a 
special election.

PROSPECTS OF A EUROPEAN WAR. 

Is Europe drifting into war? One week ago 
yesterday Aspvut-Azi, Sultan of Turkey, was 
deposed by a sudden popular revolution, and 
Mvurap Errenp1, his newhew, ascended the 
throne of Oran. The news was received 
in England with jubilation. It was regarded 
as in the interests of peace, notwithstanding 
England's refusal to accept the Berlin agree- 
ment of the three Powers. Under the influ- 
ence of this feeling Turkish securities im- 
proved, and the English creditors felt easier, 
while the three great Powers that had met 
at Berlin remained ominously silent. In 
diplomacy, as in war, radical changes are 
made in a day. Asput-Aziz has left a legacy 


of trouble to his successor. Before he is 


fairly upon his throne, he finds himself sur 
rounded with the preparations for a great 
war,—the Servians and Bulgarians collecting 
their armies and hurrying them to the fron- 
tier to make common cause with the other 
Sclaves ; the Black Sea swarming with Rus- 
sian gunboats; the English war vessels 
steaming across the Mediterranean towards 
the Bosphorus; Greece placing her little 
army on a war footing and negotiating a war 
loan of money. 

The relations between Turkey and the 
Christian insurgents and between Turkey 
and the three Powers now begin to lose in- 
terest as compared with the disturbance of 
the relations between Great Britain and 
Russia. If the signs are to be trusted, the 
Eastern question looms up again, and an- 
other Crimean war is inevitable, in which 
England must side with Turkey without the 
co-operation of France, and with Austria 
and Italy in active sympathy with Russia. 
England has suddenly changed front on the 
Turkish question. Enraged at the perfidy 
of the Turks and at the loss of the vast 
sums of money they loaned them, they have 
for a year past exposed their character, 
through their papers, to all Europe. They 
have denounced them as profligates, sensu- 
alists, swindlers, and tyrants. They have 
exposed their persecutions of the Christians. 
They have shown up the rottenness of their 
Government, and they have demanded the 
dismemberment of their Empire. All this 
because the Turks swindled them out of 
their indebtedness, amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. Now, 
England, actuated by selfish political 
motives, suddenly turns about and, if we 
may credit the dispatches, effects an alliance 
with Turkey. Her fleet in the Mediterra- 
nean has been ordered to the Bosphorus, os- 
tensibly to make an inspection of the forti- 
fications at the request of the Porte, but in 
reality to check Russia. The Germans un- 
derstand this well enough. The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the London Times says: The 
Ministerial North-German Gazette gives us 
to understand that, owing to antagonism be- 
tween Russia and England, all Europe is 
plunged into a most critical situation.” The 
National Zeitung regards the pacific view re- 
cemly taken by Count Anprassr entirely 
erreneous, and foresees that m tous de- 
cisions will now have to be immediately 
adopted by the various Powers. The Times’ 
correspondent remarks: There is but too 
much reason for these apprehensions.” The 
London Times, of the 23d ult.,in an article 
upon the Berlin agreement makes the follow- 
ing significant statement : 


The question is sometimes argued as if we had 
no further interest in Turkey because we have lost 
our illusions about the Turks. It is admitted that 


But this argument ignores the all-important point 
that it is the territory occupied by the Turks, and 
not the Turks themselves, which is the proper ob- 
ject of our solicitude. To prevent the absorption 
of this territory by any European Power may be 
taken as the chief end and aim of our policy.

The little 

which began in Herzegovina a year 
ago has mow developed in a tempest, 
and the dreaded Eastern question is 
forced upon England again. Diplomacy may 
once more ward off the conflict; the events 
of one day may precipitate it. In case it 
comes, the map of Europe must be recon- 
structed. Roumania, Bulgaria, Constanti- 
nople, the Bosphorus, all go to Russia; Ser- 
via, Bosnia, and Montenegro, to Austria, 
forming a colossal Pan-Sclavonic Empire; 
Macedonia and Thessaly to Greece ; Northern 
Austria to Germany, whose cunning Chan- 
cellor sits like a spider in his web, watching 
the flies buzzing about him. What goes to 
England? She will take Egypt, if France 
will allow it. Meanwhile, the Russians will 
be between her India. There may be anoth- 
er Crimean war, but this time England will 
not have France, Italy, and Austria to help 
her. 
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BLAINE’S\LETTER TO FISHER. 

In order to simplify the present embarrass- 
ments in which Mr. Branm appears before 
the public in his dual capacity, as a Presi- 
dential candidate and a railroad stock-broker, 
we may set aside altogether his remarkable 
conduct in seizing the letters he wrote to 
Finns, but which he yesterday read to the 
House, thus showing his motive in seizing 
them to have been different from that gen- 
erally attributed to him. The reason why 
the Cincinnati Convention should not think 
seriously of nominating Mr. Bam is suffi- 
ciently set forth in the single letter to Mr. 
Fisuzer which was made public several days 
ago, and which is admitted on all sides to be 
genuine.

A careful reading of this letter will con- 
vinee any intelligent person, we think, of 
the following circumstances: (1) That Mr. 
Buiaine was the party moving in the transac- 
tion, and that he was not acting at the solici- 
tation of others; (2) that the additional 
legislation secured by the Northern Pacific 
had some influence in enabling him to con- 
trol the stock which he had previously failed 
to obtain; (3) that he was anxious to make

What faith he may finally die in cannot be 
predicted except by analogy, and a consider- 
ation of the depth and strength of a mother’s 
religious inculcation or a child’s mind and 
heart. The reader will now understand 
what the Whisky- Thieves’ Organ was hinting 
at when it said :

Now that Mr. BLam has so far yielded to 
public opinion as to cause Fisurr’s letters— 
the letters which he took from Mutiican— 
to be read in the House, one of the compli- 
cations in his case is luckily disposed of and 
out of the way.

ComstaNTINoP_e, June 5.—It is officially an- 
nounced that a report has been drawn up and 
signed by nineteen physicians of the different na- 
tionalities, which certifies that the death of Abdul 
Aziz resulted from the opening of the veins and 
arteries of the arms. The Porte has officially noti- 
fied foreign Ambassadors of Mourad's aceession, 
and demanded recognition. 

Loypox, June 5.—Constantinople journals re- 
port that Abdul Aziz had several violent fits of 
madness after his deposition, particularly on the 
evening before he committed suicide.

The inspection of wheat into store, 416 cars of 
all grades, compares with 83 cars for the corre- 
sponding day in last year; and is not far from equal 
to the 556 cars inspected in during the whole week 
in 1875 which corresponds to the one now current. 

The proposal to register the receipts issued for 
pork products in store in this city is meeting with 
considerable favor from the trade.

Grave complaints have been made within a few 
months past in regard to the alleged delivery of 
summer meatson contracts calling for meats cut 
during the wigter season. The very existence of 
suspicion all has not been right in the trade 
ought to be enfficient to bring about the change. 
Honest men have no objection to having the 
conduct of their business fairiy watched; and 
as the traders are undoubtedly honest, there 
is nothing to prevent arrangements which shall 
enable the holder of provision property to feel 
secure ip its possession.

THAT CORNED-BEREF MATTER. 
To the Editor af Tha Tribune. 
Cute, June 5.—In your issue of Sunday last, 
you published an article on the dangers of eating 
pressed corned beef, in which my name figures 
largely. The article does me _ injustice 
and injury; therefore, I feel justified in asking 
that you give thie place in the same 
columns. To my patrons andthe public I owe a 
statement of the facts, which were grossly mis- 
stated in the article in question. Ever since I 
have been engaged in putting up for sale pressed 
corned beef I have so far as was possibile had a per- 
sonal supervision over the purchase of stock and 
its preparation, and if any meats going from my 
place have been found unwholesome I am at pres- 
ent utterly unable to give any explanation of the 
cause, and can only say that my best judgment has 
at all times been used in the purchase of meats, and 
the utmost care in its preparation.
